Wind's Velocity High. 


The storm reached the height of its 


severity shortly before 8 o'clock Tues- 
day evening, when the wind reached 
an estimated velocity of forty to lUty 
miles an hour and carried buildings, 
trees, signs, awnings and smaller tilts 
of property crashing beforo it. At in- 
tervals throughout the

were renewed gusts ot much violence, 
and attending the wind was a rainfall 
in1 Fort Wayne officially measured at 
1.13 Inches.

Temperance Leaders Concede Defeat 


by a Very Small Majority. 


Lngansport, Ind., April 7.—Leaders 


of the "dry" campaign last night prac- 
tically conceded their defeat, but in- 
sisted that the majority would be less 
than flfty votes; 


Except for tho frantic scurry to get 


out tho voto no Sunday 
was 
ever 


quieter than this election day in Cass 
county. Thero were no fights and no 
sensational. Incidents. At a o'clock in 
the morning people were awakened by 
the ringing of all Protestant 
church 


bolls, and the bells rang every hour 
thereafter. 
When tho voter reached 


his polling place he 
found 
women 


eager to hand him sandwiches and 
coffee, and the sen-Ing of these re- 
freshments by thq church women con- 
tinued all day. 


After partaking of these 
eatables, 


however, many voters foil back on the 
"wet" workers, who were armed with 
after-luncheon cigars. 
This flirtation 


with both sides by multitudes of vot- 
ers and the admitted Inaccuracy of tho 
poll books of both sides made it im- 
possible to forecast in any way the 
trend up to the time the polls closed. 


Early Figures Stir Bettors. 


Tho first precinct to report came in 


early, the entire vote in one Miami 
township precinct having been polled 
at 4:45 o'clock and the 
polls closed. 


Miami township was expected to give 
a large "dry" vote, but on the strength 
of nearly three to one "dry" a tem- 
peranco 
advocate 
promptly 
posted 


51,000 that the county would go "dry." 


The "wets" • scurried around to col- 


lect money to meet the bet, proving 
that for the next hour at least tha 
Miami vote had not shaken their con- 


Every vehiclo that conlrt be pressed 


into service; from automobile to donkey 
cars, hauled voters to the polls. 


When the anti- saloon workers arose 


they were 
!n distress, 
for -a heavy 


downpour of rain 
threatened 
their 


long-planned efforts to get 
out the 


vote early. Up to noon the elements 
worked with the "wets," so that less 
than half ot the vote was polled by 
the "dry" workers. 


- Meanwhile in the Baptist church an 
all-day prayer meeting was being- held 
and frequent, prayers were made that 
the rain might stop. About 1 o'clock 
tho skies cleared and a strong wind 
fanned the muddy streets and roads 
into passable condition. 
Then 
the 


prayers 
changed 
to 
thanksgiving. 


Twelve women worked in relays, each 
conducting the prayer services for an 
hour. 


Ready to Man the Plows. 


Despite the lack of 
exciting inci- 


dents, no election ever held in Cass 
county awakened such widespread in- 


In spite of tho heat of the campaign 


there was no trouble and but one ar- 
rest. 
William Roach, a barber, wag 


arrested for voting Illegally, but Roach, 
whose family Is in Tennessee, asserts 
ho still holds his residence here and he 
has never voted any other place. 


The W. C. T. U. had a committee all 


day in front of the "wet" headquarters 
and the name of every man that went 
In was taken. A protographer was al- 
so stationed in front of the entrance 
to tho office of the chairman of the 
"wets." A. M. Waltz, and for two hours 
in the morning took pictures ot the 
throng that went in and out. 


About 10 o'clock yesterday mornjns 


Mrs. Clarence Stewart, the wife of a 
"dry" leader, made her way into the 
"wet" 
headquarters and sat 
down, 


watching tho operation of sending out 
after voters and tho other Incidents of 
tho campaign. Mr. Waltz asked her 
business and when 
she told him to 


watch him he told her that 
was no 


place for a woman and asked her to 
leave. She did so. The W. C. T. U. 
lunch counters were poorly patronized 
and the rain kept the women from do- 
ing: much of the work they had counted 
on. 


While both sides worked hard and 


every available rig in the city and sev- 
eral automobiles from Muncle 
were 


pressed into service there were no evi- 
dences of fraud and. not a drunken 
man was seen all day. 


Spectaoular Fight in Montpelier. 
In Montpelier the day was a spec- 


tacular one. When the "drys" rang 
the church bells at the hour the "wets" 
fired a cannon as long as the bells rang 
and two bands played on the streets. 
Factory whistles added their din and 
the closing day of the hottest cam- 
paign ever waged in Blnckford county 
was more of a free circus in Harrison 
township than anything else. 


When the W. C. T. U. people offered 


a voter a sandwich and a cup of cof- 
fee the "wets" would proffer him a 
meal ticket. and tell him to go *o a 
hotel or a good restaurant and get a 
square meal. 


There was nothing of the spectacu- 


lar in Hartford City, but both sides 
got down to hard work and exerted 
every effort'to get'out the vote. In 
the two country townships of Jackson 
and Washington the reports were that 
nearly as large a. per cent, of the vote 
was brought out as In Hartford City 
and Montpelier. 


A surprise tho "wets" sprung on the 


"drys" hero was bringing back to vote 
a large number of men who are work- 
ing in Lancaster. TJtlca and Mt. Ver- 
non, 
Ohio, and other places where win- 


dow glass factories are operated. 


In the early, morning 
the "drys" 


challenged every voter brought to the 
polls by a "wet" worker and soon after 
9 o'clock the blank affidavits for swear- 
Ing In voters were exhausted and a 
new supply had to bo printed. "With 
scarcely an exception these votes were 
sworn in. 


The general opinion Is that there 


was never a' cleaner election in Black- 
ford county nor a campaign in which 
such rancor had been worked up as in 
this. 
The 
county will, undoubtedly 


suffer for years 
to come from the 


feuds engendered.

multiplied: that the saloon, business 
shall not be allowed to •congest, espe- 
cially in certain districts of the city; 
that men of lawless character anil 
base morals be not permitted to en- 
gage in the business. Following the 
lines laid down by Judge O'Rourke it 
is within the province of the commis- 
sioners to find out to a certainty the 
character of an applicant.

In consideration of public welfare must 
guide the commissioners in determin- 
ing the number of saloons, their lo- 
cation and many details of condition 
and probability that bear directly and 
greatly on the moral well-being of a 
community or a section • of it. 
The 


law very certainly does not put the 
commissioners under compulsion to li- 
cense saloons without a limit or with- 
out regard to the location chosen to 
do business. 


Heed to these matters, in Uiv.es past, 


not only by the present board but by 
many preceding boards would have 
been inestimably salutary in improv- 
ing the state of the business and in 
protecting the community from some 
.of th$ worst phases of the traffic. The 
board now serving has made a good 
start and it Is to be hoped this late 
precedent will govern very strongly 
in all future occasion for reference to 
It. 


The decision of the Traction 'com- 


pany to reduce the round trip fare to 
Robison park to twelve and a half 
cents will meet with such general ap- 
proval as wo look at It, that the cut 
will result in greatly Increasing the 
earnings of the line to the beautiful 
park. Since the establishment of that 
lovely resort there has been a deal of 
public grumbling at the fare charged, 
and not altogether -without reason. 
Twenty cents was a pretty stiff sum 
to pay for car fare, and especially in 
the case of a man with a family who, 
if he took his household flock with him- 
for an outing, had in multiply the 
sum by from four to six or even more. 
This, no doubt, kept many away who 
would have gon« frequently if they 
had felt they could afford It. The an- 
nounced reduction of the fare ought to 
promote a great patronage of the park 
Una. and especially so since it is the 
purpose_ of the new management at the 
resort to add greatly to the attrac- 
tions 
there. 
The 
people of Fort 


Wayne owe substantial consideration 
to the street car people for firmly re- 
sisting a proposal to turn that beauti- 
ful place into a beer resort. Such a 
Change tioubtless would be profitable 
from a. mere money-making point of 
view, but It would destroy the park as 
a family resort. That such a change 
Is not to be should, as doubtless it 
will, elicit an appreciative public ex- 
pression in a very practical way. 
Taking into account the great distance 
of the park from the city the new fare 
Just established is to be considered 
extremely reasonable. 


By very narrow margin in each case 


two counties—Cass and Blackford— 
have voted "wet" in option elections. 
Results in these two increase the to- 
tal of "wet" counties in the state to 
three out of forty-five that now have 
voted. Cass county, with Logansport, 
and Blackford county, with Hartford 
City and Montpelier, had large urban 
populations to draw upon for support 
of the saloons, -which is always a dis- 
advantage to the anti-saloon crusade. 
Blackford county is one of the smallest 
in the state, having but four townships, 
while two of its cities are very con- 
siderable. In both counties the liquor 
element had been -well organized and 
was aggressive and ably generated, not 
omitting to speak of very ample war 
chests.

Miss.Clark is about 30 years of age 


She has been a cripple nearly all her 
ife, having to resort to the 
use of 


crutches. 
She is one of the 
best- 


known society women in this section 
of the state. She is a member of a 
number of women's clubs and takes an 
active interest in all society affairs. 


The story, as told by friends of the 


Clark family, is to the effect that last 
December Rev. Mr. Davidson was in 


ession a paper written by the mlnls- 
er which is as follows: 


"I do hereby take Bunn Clark to be 


my lawful and wedded wife." 


Says Minister Refused. 


Since the time of the wedding Jliss 


Clark, through her friends, says that 
iho has on different occasions endeav- 
ored to get Mr. Davidson to announce 
o her family and to the 
people of 


Washington that she was his wife, and 
hat each time she was told by him 
that there were circumstances prcvall- 
ng that would cause him to keep hack 
:he announcement until August. She 
told her mother, but implored hereto 
ceep the secret from her father. Mrs. 
Clark also interceded with the minis- 
ter to acknowledge publicly thei mar- 
riage with her daugnter, but he gave 
her the same reason. 


Sunday, It is said, Mrs. Clark in- 


formed her husband of the marriage 
while her daughter was out. He be- 
came enraged and Immediately called 
County Clerk Wallace Into consulta- 
tion.

Her father followed her at a distance 
and the clerk went to -his office to 
await the call for a marriage permit.

the storm last night was more destruc- 
tive than the sleet and rain storm of 
several months ago. An inventory of 
the Wabash telegraph poles on this 
end of the line showed that fifty-five, of 
them had been prostrated and the 
wires severed. The broken poles were 
located as follows: 
Twenty-five at 


Prairie Switch, five at I^aGro, six at 
Antwerp,-thirteen at Cecil and six be- 
tween Fort \Vayii« and Now Haven. 
All of the available linemen were im- 
mediate.ly sent out and by 10 o'clock 
this' morning the company had one 
train wfre in running order. During 
the trobule last 
night Dispatcher 


Charles Manning, of the main office in 
Peru, was here directing the running 
of trains until a wire could be put up 
and communication with Peru estab- 
lished. The Nickel Plate also had tel- 
'egraph trouble, though not so exten- 
s\ve as the Wabash. 
All told there 


were twenty-five poles on that line 
either broken or bent and for awhile 
communication in- both directions was 
severed. 
At Wanatah a freight car 


roof was blown against a pole and car- 
ried it, and its wires to the ground. 
At ' Glasgow avenue, in th eeastern 
part • of the • city, a number of poles 
•went down, falling on the tracks and 
eastbound passenger train No. 4 ran 
into 'them/ but ho great damage re- 
sulted. The 'Pennsylvania also .had its 
w.ire troubles, the line in both direc- 
tions being mixed in such shape as to 
make them unserviceable 'for awhile.

The Harriman 
lines petitioned the commission to • be 
relieved 'from the operation of the or- 
der in the 'Spokane rate case, and the 
executive officials o£ Western lines de- 
cided to contest the commission's or- 
der--in. the Denver rate case. 


The decision of the Harriman lines 


to.contest the Spokane cases irrespec- 
tive of action the Hill lines may 'take, 
came as a surprise.. The petition, it 
is. presumed, will be denied by the 
commission, and then an appeal will 
be taken to the courts. The grounds 
upon' which the petition is based are 
the following: 
The commission pre- 


sumed to fix' the rates only from St. 
Paul'to Spokane and from Chicago'to 
Spokane. 
The Harriman lines have 


no railroad connecting St. Paul with 
Spokane, and- the Hajriman line from 
Chicago is the long line, being fully 
400 miles longer than the short line. 
Spokane is not on the main line of the 
Hajriman system, and if the rates 
fixed by the commission are reason- 
able for the short haul they are 
therefore, unreasonable for a haul 40( 
miles longer. 


% With respect to the Denver case, in 
which the commission ordered reduc- 
tions,- it is stated that the railroads 
are in a corner and must fight to save 
•whatever they can.

Des Moines, la., April 7.—In the 


•house yesterday the sifting commit- 
tee took charge of the calendar. The 
radical 
proposition 
faction of 
the 


house objected to the membership of 
the committee on the ground that it 
was not giving the liquor bills a fair 
showing and a resolution was intro- 
duced to reconsider the vote by which 
the appointment of the committee was 
authorized. However, when the com- 
mittee took charge the second bill it 
brought out was the Bennet senate bill 
prohibiting brewers, distillers, or refin- 
ers from being' in any way interested 
in the management of saloons, the 
property in which saloons are located, 
the fixtures, or the lenses. It also pro- 
vides that none of these classes of- per- 
sons will be accepted as bondsmen 
for saloonkeepers and that none will 
be allowed to run a saloon unless he 
Is a qualified elector in the municipal- 
ity or township wherein such saloon 
is located.- 


This bill is satisfactory to the ma- 


jority of the saloonkeepers of the 
state, who own the property they oper- 
ate. 
Outside brewers manage a. large 


number of Iowa saloons and complaint 
is made that the parties in charge, 
having no responsibility, fail to live 
up to the law and thereby bring dis- 
favor upon the business. 
The bill re- 


ceived seventy-one affirmative votes.

declared the cigarette the greatest en- 
emy of the race, and George P. "Wilson, 
of .Minneapolis, said that 1C one boy 
were saved' the bill would be worth 
passing. Henry McCoIl, of St. Paul, 
and Ray G. Farrington, of Ortonville, 
denounced! the- bill as too drastic and 
an unwarranted limitation of the per- 
sonal liberties of the people.
